ISDIANAFOLIS, Ind., Oct. 88.—The 


capital of the state is in mourning garb 
for its favorite daughter. Its business 
streets, bright but a few days since 
with decorations in honor of the dis- 
covery of the continent, tell mutely of 
the approach of tho funeral train from 
Washington. Sombre drapery is to be 
seen on every hand. Tlags are dis- 
played at half-mast from roof and win- 
dow, and for block after block there is 
hardly a building that is not draped 
to a more or less elaborate extent. 
Some 
of 
the 
biggest 
structures 


have streamers of black and white 
reaching from roof to sidewalk, or 
stretched 
across 
from window 
to 


window on every story. In others the 
goods have been removed from the 
show windows and replaced with 
mourning emblems and devices of vari- 
ous kinds, while crepe and white ros- 
ettes are displayed on many of the 
private residences along the streets 
over which tho funeral procession will 
move to the cemetery. 


All day 
yesterday 
United States 


Marshal Uansdcll of the District of 
Columbia, who has general charge of 
the arragemonts for the funeral, was 
closeted in a room at the Denison bus- 
ily engaged in conferring with the 
local friends of the president and lay- 
ing out the details. Early in the day 
he received a message from Washing- 
ton Intimating that it was tho presi- 
dent's desire that the arrangements be 
so changed as to dispense with the ser- 
vices of the ten soldiers from the United 
States arsenal who had been selected 
to act as pall-bearers 
The request 


was due to the wish of the president to 
avoid anything savoring of display and 
tho honorary pall-bearers who had 
been selected, Judge W. A. Woods, 
Thomas H. Sharpe, W. P. Fishbaek, 
Moses G McLain, Dr. II. E. Allen, 
John B. Elam, Hugh Hanna, E. B. 
Martmdale, Oen. Lew Wallace, of 
Crawfordsville, Hon. W. E. Niblack, of 
Vmcennes, John E. Elder and Theo- 
dore Phany, wero notified of the 
change in the programme and which 
will necessitate their serving in an ac- 
tive capacity. 


It was also decided by the marshall 


and those assisting him that, owing to 
the limited capacity of the edifice, it 
will be impossible to seat clubs or or- 
ganized bodies, although representa- 
tives of such will be accommodated so 
far as is possible. 
An exception to 


this rule will bo made in behalf of 
some sixty members of Gen. Harri- 
son's regiment, the seventieth, who will 
bo given seats in the soi^th aisle. 
About one-third of the seating capacity 
of the edifice has been reserved for the 
immediate family, relatives and friends; 
and those of the general public who 
are first on the ground will next be ad- 
mitted until every seat is occupied. 
The doors will then be closed. The total 
seating capacity of the place of wor- 
ship is about 800, so that compaiativo- 
ly few of the thousands who will doubt- 
less be anxious to participate in the ex- 
ercises will be able to got admittance. 
No other arrangement, however, was 
possible. 


Yesterday morning a delegation of 


tho Grand Army, headed by Adjt. Bob- 
ins and Past Commander Walker, called 
at the Denison and asked permission 
for the veterans of the city to form in 
line adjacent to the church and stand 
with uncovered heads as the funeral 
procession passed between the lines 
Consent was readily given and at a 
meeting of post commanders last night 
it was decided that the veterans should 
form on Ohio street between Meridan 
and Pennsylvania. It is expected that 
there will be about 5,000 in line. 


The Interlorof the First Presbyterian 


church will present a sombre and yet 
beautiful appearance as the cortege 
passes through its doors to-day. Flor- 
ists and decorators to a total of eighteen 
were hard at work yesterday. 


The front of the big organ behind the 


pulpit platform has been entirely hid- 
den with drapery festooned in black 
and white, while above are three 
shields similarly festooned and so ar- 
ranged ns to typify a burst of sunlight, 
the entire effect being extremely strik- 
ing. 


Wide drapings of black run the en- 


tire length of the edifice over the 
stained glass windows, relieved nt each 
panel with monster rosettes of white. 
Two American flags are draped over 
the front of the gallery, and beneath 
which the procession must pass on en- 
tering the church, but there is no other 
display of the national colors. The ten 
side lights are festooned in black and 
white and smilax, while from each will 
depend a cluster of carnations, roses 
and 
palm leaves. Beautiful snow-

will support either side of the pulpit, 
while before it will be towering palms, 
exotics and long, graceful ferns.

The services to-day, in accordance 


with the president's desire will bo very 


I simple. Immediately upon the arrival 
I of the train the casket will be borne by 


the pall-bearers to the hearse in wait- 
ing, and after the funeral party has 
been conducted to the carriages the 
cortege will move, by way of Illinois 
to Ohio, and thence by Pennsylvania to 
(he church.- 


When all have been seated, Cardinal

tight," will be rendered by the choir, 
and Rev. Dr. Haines, Mra Harrison's 
pastor during the latter years of her 
residence in this city, will deliver a 
short invocation. 


A selection of scripture will be read, 


and the pastor will make a brief ad- 
dress. The mourners will be led in 
prayer by Rev. Dr. Hyde, of the Con- 
gregational church, and after the ren- 
dition of the hymn commencing "One 
Sweetly Solemn Thought" Dr. Haines 
will pronounce the benediction. 


At the grave a short passage of scrip- 


ture will be read and a prayer will be 
offered as the pasket is lowered into 
the vault This service will occupy but 
a few moments. 


There were many visitors to Crown 


Hill cemetery yesterday and t-i ever- 
changing crowd surrounded the grave- 
diggers as they prepared the earth for 
the reception of the remains of the 
first lady of the land. When the grave 
had been dug the right depth four slabs 
of six-inch dressed stone were lowered 
and the seams cemented. Early this 
morning loving hands will line the 
vault and cover its approaches with 
beautiful flowers. 


There twill be an almost complete 


cessation of business during the day, 
most of the business houses had al- 
ready decided to close before Mayor 
Sullivan issued his proclamation.

PERSISTENT FLAMES 


Baffle the Skill ot the Jersey City 


Firemen, 


CAUSING A COSTLT CONFLAGRATION. 


Building After Building Falls Before 


the Insatiable Eleuent, Causing a 


Loss of Neatly Half a Million 


Dollars—Well Insured. 


•NEW YOBK, Oct. 88.—A fire, which 


speedily developed into a conflagration, 
brolte out about 8 o'clock last night at 
Essex and Green streets, Jersey City. 
The fire started in the Brooklyn coop- 
erage building. The building was (our 
stories high and contained about 50,000 
barrels and 2,000,000 staves. 


The flames spread with great rapid- 


ity owing to the combustible character 
of the contents of the building, and in a 
short time extended to Phillip White's 
liquor store. It was a two-story frame 
building, and the upper part was occu- 
pied by several families. The tenants 
all feot out in safety but were unable 
to save anything. 


From this building the fire extended 


to a building adjoining. That quickly 
succumbed. The next house cnst was 
a little frame cottage. It was in ruins 
in less than half an hour. All this 
time the firemen were making a des- 
perate fight, but despite their efforts 
the firo continued to spread. The in- 
tense heat set fire to a wooden shed 
connected with M. R. Gautier & Co.'s 
crucible works. The flames spread to 
the main building and did considerable 
damage. 


The fire then made its way to two 


brick tenements adjoining, in which 
ten families lived. The brick walls de- 
layed the progress of the flames, but 
only for a sho-t time. The wind car- 
ried tho'flames beyond the brick build- 
ings to Eussell's machine shop, which 
lasted only a short time 


From the machine shop the fire 


spread to the big cooperage owned by 
0. Heidt & Son. The contents of the 
cooperage, which was well stocked, 
gave the fire a fresh impetus Devlin's 
charcoal shop adjoining the cooperage 
went next 


The fire was now getting down to- 


ward the river, and finally reached 
Col. 
Gates & Co.'s building which u> 


used for a "fat" house, stable and box 
factory 
The building and all its con- 


tents lasted about half an hour, 


i With the doBtiuction of this build- 
ing the firemen succeeded in getting 
the flames under control, but it will be 
some time before they are completely 
extinguished 


The total loss is estimated anywhere 


from 8250,000 to *500,000. Tt is nearly 
all covered by insurance.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Gen. E. Will- 


iams, adjutant general of the army, in 
his annual report says that the reports 
of officers attending the militia en- 
campments are of a most gratifying 
kind and show the utmost anxiety on 
the part of the large majority of the 
organizations of the national guard to 
become 
proficient 
soldiers. 
The 


strength of the national guard is 111,- 
178. 
It is in many cases not so well 


equipped as it could be desired, al- 
though its equipments are as good as 
the amount allowed to the states by 
the United States government justifies.

propriation of $4,000,000 is not lufHcient 
even to fully equip the national guard 
at its present strength, nor does U 
seem to me that the strength of the 
national guard is anywhere near so 
great as the necessity of the United- 
States In ease of war would require."

THE IAMS CASE. 


The Attorneys Instructed to Have Their 


Pleadings Beady To-Day. 


PrrrsBtnsaH, Pa., Oct. 28.—The ease 


against Alexander Hawkins, Lieut.-Col. 
B. Streator and Assistant Surgeon W 
S. Grimm of the tenth regiment, for ty- 
ing Private W. I. lams up by the 
thumbs, at Homestead, was called for 
trlsjl before Judge Porter yesterday. 
The court room was crowded, tho ma- 
jority of those present being national 
guardsmen. 


At the opening of the case the de- 


fense moved to quash the Indictment 
on the ground that the civil courts had 
no jurisdiction, the proper tribunal be- 
ing a court-martial. Exhaustive argu- 
ments were made on this question by 
both sides. The prosecution held that 
military regnlations gave the officers 
no right to inflict punishment without 
a conrt-martial so ordered it. Attorney 
Watson attacked the legal existence of 
the national guard, stating that the act 
creating it was unconstitutional, be- 
cause it puts the guard under control 
of its officers, instead of under tho gov- 
ernor of the state. 


The defense in reply said a court- 


martial was the prosper tribunal and 
the question narrowed down to this: 
"Could the court-martial inflict a pun- 
ishment similar to that" Judge Por- 
ter said the impression of the court is 
that a court-martial convened now in 
time of peace could only inflict mili- 
tary punishment. It would not have 
the power to punish as would civil 
courts. 


Judge Porter instructed the attor- 


neys to have their pleadings ready to- 
day, when the court will pass upon the 
question of jurisdiction.

A BRUTAL MURDER. 


Ernest Kucnetta, oi Chicago, Killed tor 


the PoBBBBilon of Coveted Papers. 
CHICAGO, Oct 28 —Afc his home in

taliit, was brutally murdered Wednes- 
day nijjht. Tho victim met his death

No sooner had the murderers accom- 
plUhcd their gory deed than they stole 
certain valuable papers which were in 
Mr. Kunnetli's possession and fled.

some documents in Mr Kunnetli's 
stronsr box; but the evidence left be- 
hind them tolls the story almost as per- 
fectly as though it were written in an 
open book. The evidence shows that 
the murder was committed by parties 
who wcio well acquainted with Ken- 
nuth, by whom they were being enter- 
tained in a friendly way

tives have been put at work on the 
case. 


Murdered for His Money. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Earnest Kernard, 


aged 05 years, a resident of Melrose, a 
suburb of this city, was found dead in 
his library yesterday inorninp;, his skull 
having been fractured by a blunt in- 
strument.

THE IAMS CASE. 


Vh» Attorney! Instructed to Hava Their 


Pleading* Beady To-Day. 


PirrsBtraaH, Pa., Oct. 28.—The case 


against Alexander Hawkins, Lieut.-Col.

3. Grimm of the tenth regiment, for ty- 
ing Private TV. I. lams up by the 
thumbs, at Homestead, was called for 
trial before Judge Porter yesterday. 
The court room was crowded, the ma- 
jority of those present being national 
fuardsmen. 


At the opening of the case the de- 


Fenw moved to quash the indictment 
on the ground that the civil courts had 
no juriisdictton, the proper tribunal be- 
ing a conrt-martial. Exhaustive argu- 
ments were made on this question by 
both sides. Tho prosecution held that 
military regulations gave the officers 
no right to inflict punishment without 
a court-martial so ordered it. Attorney 
Watson attacked the legal existence of 
the national guard, stating that the act 
creating it was unconstitutional, be- 
cause it puts the guard under control 
of its officers, instead of under tho gov- 
ernor of the state. 


The defense in reply said a court- 


martial waa the prosper tribunal and 
the question narrowed down to this:

PERSISTENT FLAMES 


Baffle the Skill of the Jersey City 


Firemen, 


CAUSING A COSTLT CONFLAGRATION. 


Bunding After Building Falls Before 


the Insatiable Bleuent, Causing a 


Loss of Nearly Half a Million 


Dollars—Well Insured. 


•NEW YOBK, Oct. 88.—A fire, which 


speedily developed into a conflagration, 
broke out about 8 o'clock last night at 
Essex and Green streets, Jersey City. 
The fire started in the Brooklyn coop- 
erage building. The building was four 
stories high and contained about 50,000 
barrels and 2,000,000 staves. 


The flames spread with great rapid- 


ity owing to the combustible character 
of the contents of the building, and in a 
short time extended to Phillip White's 
liquor store. It was a two-story frame 
building, and the upper part was occu- 
pied by several families. The tenants 
allftotoutio safety but were unable 
to save anything. 


From this building the fire extended 


to a building adjoining. That quickly 
succumbed. The next house cnst was 
a little frame cottage. It was in ruins 
in less than half an hour. All this 
time the firemen were making a des- 
perate flght, but despite their efforts 
the fire continued to spread. The in- 
tense heat set fire to a wooden shed 
connected with M. R. Gautier & Co.'s 
crucible works. The flames spread to 
the main building and did considerable 
damage. 


The fire ihen made its way to two 


brick tenements adjoining, in which 
ten families lived. The brick walls de- 
layed the progress of the flames, but 
only for_a sho-t time. The wind car- 
ried tho'flames beyond the brick build- 
ings to Eussell's machine shop, which 
lasted only a short time 


From the machine shop tho fire 


spread to the big cooperage owned by 
C. Heidt & Son. Tho contents of the 
cooperage, which was well stocked, 
g-ave the fire a fresli impetus Devlin's 
charcoal shop adjoining the cooperage 
went next. 


Tho fire was now getting down to- 


ward the river, and finally reached 
Col. Gates & Co.'s building which u, 
used for a "fat" house, stable and box 
factory 
The building and all its con- 


tents lasted about half an hour. 


r With the destination of this build- 
ing the firemen succeeded in getting 
the flames under control, but it will be 
some time before they are completely 
extinguished 


The total loss is estimated anywhere 


from 8250,000 to *500,000. It is nearly 
all covered by insurance. 


A BRUTAL MURDER. 


Ernest Kunnetta, of Chicago, Killed for 


the Possession of GoveteU Papers. 
CHICAOO, Oct 28 —At his home in 


Melrose Ernest Runneth, a small capi- 
talist, was brutally murdered Wednes- 
day night. Tho victim met his death 
while he was sitting in a chair holding 
conversation with two unknown men. 
No sooner had the murderers accom- 
plished their gory deed than they stole 
certain valuable papers which were in 
Mr. Kunneth's possession and fled.

at tho garden gate they separated, each 
leaving a crimson trail behind to mark 
their guilt.

1811 to 1815 "state" banks sprang up 
everywhere. The volume of currency 
increased from 829,000,000 to $110,000,- 
000. 
Desolation followed until specie 


was not obtainable for paying interest 
on the national debt. 
Another inflation tidal wave struck 


tbe country in 1830. State banks in- 
creased in number from 329 to 078. 
Circulation from 101,000,000 to $186,000,- 
000. 
Collapse and utter ruin came in 


18S7. 
State banks everywhere col- 


lapsed until only $60,000,000 waa left in 
circulation, and over 88,000 took the 
Benefit of the bankrupt law enacted in 
1841, though only in force two years. 
These victims scheduled $440,000,000, 
assets less than $10,000,000. Between 
1843 
and 1800 over 1,000 state banks 


failed, and of the total number then in 
existence more than a third were utter- 
ly worthless. Yet their issues hod been 
accepted by laborers and mechanics, 
and were not worth the paper on which 
they were printed. The financial crash 
of 1857 wiped all these concerns out of 
existence, at a loss of millions of dol- 
'lars to the people. The republican 
party gave tho country a stable cur- 
rency, good everywhere, gold, sliver 
and currency, and yet the democrats 
demand a repeal of the law and a re- 
turn to the old rotten, worthless rag 
money -wild cat currency. This greatly 
pleases the anarchists all over the 
country, and their principal organ, 
misnamed Liberty, declares thla wild 
cat plonk to bo "simple, straightfor- 
ward, ^unequivocal Anarchism! An 
admission by a party casting 0,000,000 
votes that the Anarchists are Justified 
in their central claim. An admission in 
this party's platform that the first 
great Anarchistic step, from wKlch all 
the rei t of Anarchism is bound to fol- 
low, ought to be immediately taken."
